broken. Jess than added, according to 
this reported statement, that, since 
Johnson had given him .such a pum- 
mehng and still did not wilt there was 
little chance that Jack Dempsey would 
be able to hurt him. 


Now Jess imdonbtedly 
is 
wrong 


about this. Even if Johnson did break 
the Willard jaw and ribs he is wrong, 
for Dempsey's and Johnson's punch- 
ing cannot be compared. Dempsey hits 
vastly harder than the neg*o and he 
hits with deadly precision, straight to 
a vital point. If Willard's jaw ever 
stops a full-swinging Dempsey punch 
the present champion will next get his 
bearings after the scrap is over, for 
he certainly will fall for a full count.

about this. Even if Johnson did break 
the Willard jaw and ribs he is wrong, 
for Dempsey's and Johnson's punch- 
ing cannot be compared. Dempsey hits 
vastly harder than the neg*o and he 
hits with deadly precision, straight to 
a vital point.
